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Gerald Poor: many legacies 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The following editovial appeared in the Mt. 
Pleasant Daily Times-News Tuesday, May 20th. Dr. Poor was a 
former educator at Grayling High School, coming here in 1929 as a 
history teacher. He served as Principal during 1932-34, and 
Superintendent, 1934-40. We felt his many former students and 
friends in Grayling would want to read this tribute paid to him. 

One of Mount Pleasant’s most distinguisiied 
educators, Dr. Gerald Poor, died last weekend, but he 
left many legacies behind. 

A ian who cared a great deai about the past and 
future of the Mount Pleasant community, Dr. Poor was 
one of the foremost instructors at Central Michigan 
University. 

His concern for the history and traditions of 
central Michigan was well known. He served on the 
isabella Bicentennial Council and played an active role 
in thinking about how our heritage snould be 
commemorated in 1976. 

When the CMU Board of Trustees named a 
restored one-room schoolhouse, “The Geraid L. Poor 


School Museum,” it made an appropriate choice, 
considering Dr. Poor's interest in the past of our 
community. 


Besides this physical fink to our past, Dr. Poor 
leaves an even greater legacy in the minds of his 
students. 

A professor in the department of secondary 
education, Dr Poor was twice Roanored with the 
university's Senior Thanks award. Until his retirement 
in 1973, he had taught at CMU for 30 years. 

He had a long list of academic honors and was in 
demand as a visiting lecturer in many colleges. He was 
the author of one.book and numerous professional 
articles. 

Dr. Poor set a fine example cf service, both to his 
university and his community. 

This, too, wiii be his iegacy.

SEX LAWS TO CHANGE? 

A few weeks ago a 73-mem- 
ber Michigan Advisory Cornimis- 
sion on Criminal Justice re- 
commended drastic changes in 
Michigan laws dealing with sex 


offenses. They recommended 


that homosexuality and sodomy © 


between consenting adults be 
permitted in Michigan by re- 
pealing some of our present 
laws which they branded as 
“archaic”. Their philosophy of 
thinking is best described by 
their own words, “The private 
relations of citizens, even adult- 
erous relations. are in the realm 
of privale morality and should 
not be in the purvue of the jaw.” 

All Bible Christians should 
disagree with these learned 
men. Any morality which des- 
troys the home becomes a 
direct threat to the internal 
destruction of the nation. No 
government can long promote 
the general welfare of her 
people which has become pas- 
sive toward the welfare of the 
home. The welfare of our homes 
today will determine the welfare 
of our nation tomorrow. 

We cun leu: auch bor ihe 
civil laws God gave to the nation 
of Israel, Of the 18 crimes which 
were nunishable by death, six of 
the 18 or one-third of those 
crimes involved sex. God taught 
us centuries before Sigmund 
Freud that sex has an important 
place in man's behavior within 
society. There is a direct con- 
nection between sexual de- 
viance and civil disorder. Sexual 
deviance is often characterized 
in the Bible as an important 
step in social degeneration. 

The six sex crimes punish- 
able by death in Israel were: 1) 
Rape of a married woman, Deut 
22:25-29; 2) Fornification, Deut 
22:13-21; 3) -Adultery, Deut 
22:22-24; 4) Incest, Lev 20:11- 
12,14; 5) Homosexuality, Lev 
20:13 and 6) sexual intercourse 
with an animal, Lev 20:15,16. 
These six sex crimes along with 
three crimes involving improper 
conduct toward parents made 
up nine (9) or one-half (¥2) of 
the crimes punishable by death 
in ‘srae!. There was nothing 
stressed more in these civil 
laws God gave Israel than 
sexual purity and respect for 
Barents. Sexual purity and 
respect for parents are two 
basic essentials for a good 
home.

Swimmer’s Itch 


Season Is 
Approaching

J) will pass along some 
information about swimmer's 
itch that was compiled by 
researchers working on the 
water quality protection project 
al HOUGHIGN Lake. 

Swimmer’s itch is caused by 
an immature form of parasitic 
flatworm, commonly called, 
blood flukes (cercariae). 

These immature flukes come 
from its snail host. When light 
and temperature Conditions are 
suitable, they leave the snail 
host by bursting through the 
tissue and escaping into the 
water. The flukes locate a bird 
or mammal host by random 
swimming movements and pen- 
etrate its’ skin. If the host is a 
suitable species, the flukes 
quickly reach the circulatory 
system and mature into adult 
flukes, beginning the cycle 
anew. 

\§ by chance the immature 
flukes penetrate the skin of an 
unsuitable host, like people, 
they will die, but their presence 
can cause an ailergic response 
in susceptible individuals. 

Within ten to fifteen hours 
afier penetration, jiching and 
skin eruptions occur at the 
penetration site. The degree cf 
reaction varies with the’ sensi- 
tivity of the individual but it can 
be exiremely uncomfortable, 
especially if secondary infec- 
tion of erupted areas occur. 

The article by the researchers 
didn't go into how to physically 
relieve swimmer's itch once you 
were affected however, | was 
able to get.some information 
from the District Healt: Depart- 
ment located in Roscommon. 
My intormation is from an 
article written by Carlos Fetter- 
olf, Aquatic Biclogist and Lloyd 
Gouine, Beach Treatment Su- 
pervisor for the Department of 
Natural Resources. 

They say after the flukes have 
heneivatad there is litte that 
can be done in the way of 
treatment. Some relief from 
itching may be obtained through 
the use of a soothing [otion, 
such as calamine. Cleanliness 
should be practiced to guard 
against bacterial Infection. 

The flukes {cercariae) are 
delicate little animals. They will 
dry up and die almost im- 
mediately when deprived of 
water around them. They will 
aiso be crushed when pressure 
is applied to them. We also 
know that they require a certain 


‘period of contact hefore pene- 


tration can be accomplished. 
Therefore, briskly rubbing the 
body dry with a towel im- 
mediately after emerging from 
the water is an effective means 
of minimizing penetration. 

Cercariae may be concentrat- 
ed by wind and wave action in 
the water along the shore. 
Children playing in these shal- 
lows for extended periods, 
running in and out of the water, 
are especially susceptible to 
attack. Persons standing in 
shallow water while construct- 
ing docks or cleaning a bathing 
area of rocks or weeds are afso 
more llable to attack than the 
average swimmer. By swimming 
in deep water and toweling the 
skin dry immediately after feav- 
ing the water the chance of 
annoyance from swimmer’s itch 
can be greatly reduced. 

Researchers on the Houghton 
Lake Project were concerned 
about the affect the copper 
sulfate has on water quality. 
Copper sulfate is used to kill the 
snails. 

Jamas Novy reported nearly 
one million pounds of copper 
sulfate has been applied to 
Houghton Lake since 1944. 
Their studies did find some 
accumulation of Copper in some 
of the bottom sediments but 
could find no apparent damage 
from the use of copper sulfate 
applications.

pleted her second year at 
Boston University School of 
Theology in Boston, Massachu- 
setts. In June of 1974 Rev. 
DeFoe was ordained a Deacon 
by the Detroit Conference of the 
United Methodist Church.

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New York finds i it 
must pay the piper 


New York City is in big financial 
trouble these days. So is Detroit. 

Other major cities apparently are 
going to be able to make-do, at least 
for a while. 

New York Mayor Abe Beame went 
on down to Washington to try to get 
federal aid to haul his city out of its 
worst financial crisis since Depres- 
sion days. The city needed a billion 
doliars to tide it over until June 30, 
and was facing a projected budget 
deficit for next fiscal year of almost 
$650 million, 

Washington officials apparenily 
listened politely, but turned aside the 
requesi. 

“If we do something for one city, 
we will have to do it for others,” said 
Republican Rep. Barber Conable of 
upstate New York. 

“Every family which makes up a 
budget has to make painful choices,” 
President Ford wrote to Mayor Beame 
after their visit. 

“AS we make these choices at 
home, so must we also make them in 
public office, too. We must stop 
promising more and more services 
without knowing how we will cover 
their costs.” 

At last reports, Mayor Beame and 
his problems were camped at the 
state capitol! in Albany’ hopefully 
rescue ways will somehow material- 
10. 

Noting New York's plight, News- 
week Magazine in a recent article 
suggested that “except for Detroit— 
with its staggering economy and a 
looming $23 million deficit—other 
major cities were keeping their 
budgets fairly well balanced.” 

Newsweek cited a Congressional! 
survey indicating $8 billion in “painful 
but effective belt-tightening’ had 
been undertaken by state and local 
governments this year.

those citizens described by News- 
week as “Less affluent and more 
dependent on municipal services.” 

In addition. iobs are consistently 
being lost within core cities, and with 
those lost jobs go lost tax base. 

Society itseif, as refiected in 
national programs and changing pub- 
lic priorities in the last dozen years or 
so, has played a major role. News- 
week recites New York’s fiscal chron- 
ology tike this: 

“This was the period...when New 
Frontier and Great Society philoso- 
phies spawned a grab bag of social 
programs—only partially funded by 


the tederal government. New York 


now has nearly 1 million people on 
welfare. It runs 19 public hospitals. It 
subsidizes coliege students, subway 
riders and addicts trying to kick the 
drug habit. 

“Throughout this period, the city 
workers . The muni- 
cipal work force grew. nearly 50 
percent between 1963 and 1973 (to 
about 396,000 jobs) compared with a 
37 percent increase for U.S. cities tn 
general. City salaries rose apace, 
thanks to the growing power of 
municipal unions. 

In Detroit, the story is much the 
same, with variations on the theme, 
of course. Detroit's problem is com- 
pounded by its heavy reliance for 
haalth 


pyowsare 
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industry and the rocky situation. in 
which that industry has struggled for 
the past several months. 

Detroit Mayor Coleman Young has 
gone to Washington, too, finding 
about as-much frustration as Mayor 
Beame discovered. Young’s reception 
prompted him to suggest renaming 
his city Saigon and then appealing for 
aid from Washington. He’s probably 
tight; Washington likely would tune 
in Saigon where it would snub 
Detroit. 

We should learn from the peril with 
which New York and Detroit struggle.
